As  you  know  the  Camden  project  is  almost  complete.  However  there  is  a major  issue  brewing  in  the  community  because 
the  historical/art  component  promised  to  the  community  and  confirmed  by  Marie  below  has  yet  to  appear  on  the  project. 


I've  been  working  with  the  developers  on  this  project  since  2006  as  the  SE  corner  of  Vine  and  Selma  is  the  original  1912 
home  of  the  Cecil  B.  DeMille  Barn  (now  in  the  Hollywood  Bowl  parking  lot)  where  the  first  film,  Squaw  Man  was  filmed. 
Originally,  the  late  Robert  Nudelman  and  I,  both  Hollywood  Heritage  Board  members,  worked  out  a deal  to  have  concrete 
historic  reliefs  along  Selma  and  Vine  Street  depicting  the  history  of  early  Hollywood.  When  the  project  was  revived  in  2013, 
the  historic  component  was  missing.  I worked  with  Tina  Choi  and  the  new  architects  to  come  up  with  something  that 
would  acknowledge  the  historic  significance  of  this  site  - my  goodness  it  IS  where  HOLLYWOOD  was  born.  Because  I took 
the  lead  with  the  community,  Hollywood  Heritage,  CHNC  and  CD  13  and  because  I'm  receiving  calls  from  the  Chamber, 
Hollywood  Heritage  and  other  stakeholders,  I feel  responsible  for  pursuing.  I reached  out  to  Tina  this  morning  and 
hopefully  will  have  a response  shortly.  I've  attached  the  CHNC  letter  of  support.
